E EXTENSION TO LEASE AGREEMENT 
THIS AGREEMENT, dated this 7/ day os JAW en 1996, to that certain Lease 


entered into on the 20th day of December, 1989, Amended on the 22nd day of February, 1995, and 
Expanded on the 12th day of April, 1995, by and between THOMAS E. KLEBER, SR. AND THOMAS 
E. KLEBER, JR. an Indiana General Partnership d/b/a TK ENTERPRISES (hereinafter referred to as 
"Landlord"), and CITY OF FORT WAYNE, DEPARTMENT OF NEIGHBORHOOD CODE 
ENFORCEMENT (hereinafter referred to as "Tenant") for office space located at 315 East Washington 
Boulevard, Fort Wayne, Indiana. 





WITNESSETH: 
WHEREAS, Landlord and Tenant desire to extend and modify said Lease as herein provided. 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises, and expanded premises, and mutual 
covenants contained herein and in said Lease and expansion to said Lease, Landlord and Tenant agree as 
follows: 


l. The leased premises shall contain approximately 3,630 square feet. 


2. Said lease will be extended for a term of three years, commencing March 1, 1996 and terminating 
on February 28, 1999. 


3. Rent for the extension will be TWO THOUSAND, NINE HUNDRED SEVEN and 50/100s 
DOLLARS ($2,907.50) per month payable in advance on the first day of each calendar month of 
the term.

5, Tenant will have the right to cancel this lease agreement with NINETY (90) days written notice 
anytime after the 12th month of this extension (February 28, 1997). A cancellation fee equal to 
TWO HUNDRED TEN DOLLARS ($210.00) times the number of months the tenant occupied 
the space during this extension will be due at the time notice is given. 


6. On the extension to lease agreement dated February 22, 1995 referring to the owner's rights to 
cancel this lease agreement is now null and void and will no longer be in effect, 


7. Notwithstanding any other provision of this agreement, if funds for continued fulfillment of this 
agreement by the City are at any time not forthcoming or insufficient, through failure of any entity 
to appropriate funds or otherwise, this agreement shall terminate without penalty on the last day of 
the fiscal period for which funds are appropriated. 


8. City agrees that it will make its best effort to obtain sufficient funds, including but not limited to, 
including in its budget for each fiscal period during the term hereof a request for sufficient funds to 
meet its obligations hereunder in full. 


9, All other terms and conditions in said Lease agreement, extension and expansion are hereby 
confirmed and ratified and shall remain in full force and effect.

The City of Fort Wayne/Neighborhood Code Enforcement has 
negotiated an Extension to Lease Agreement with Thomas E. 
Kleber, Sr. and Thomas E Kleber, Jr., dated January 31, 1996, a 
copy of which is attached. 


This lease was extended in order that some tenant improvements 
could be completed before Neighborhood Code”s busiest season 
(Spring and Summer) begins. Tenant improvements will consist of 
the replacement of the front lobby carpeting and the creation of an 
opening between the Weed Control Department and the Department 
of Neighborhood Code Enforcement. It has been extended for a 
period of three (3) years with a right to cancel anytime after the 12th 
month. The lease cost per square foot was $11.00 under the old lease 
and will be $9.61 under the new lease. 


It is our intent to move the Neighborhood Code Enforcement 
Department to 1903 St. Mary’s Avenue (the former Franklin School) 
when transfer of title takes place from the Department of Navy.
